AN ACT Relating to consolidated rental car facilities at airports;
and anendi ng RCW 14. 08. 120.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW14.08.120 and 1990 ¢ 215 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

In addition to the general powers conferred in this chapter, and
without Iimtation thereof, a nunicipality that has established or may
hereafter establish airports, restricted |anding areas, or other air
navigation facilities, or that has acquired or set apart or nmay
hereafter acquire or set apart real property for that purpose or
pur poses is authorized:

(1) To wvest authority for the construction, enl ar genment
i nprovenent, mai ntenance, equi pnent, operation, and regul ation thereof
in an officer, a board, or body of the nmunicipality by ordi nance or
resolution that prescribes the powers and duties of the officer, board,
or body; and the nmunicipality may also vest authority for industria
and conmerci al devel opnent in a nunicipal airport comm ssion consisting
of at least five resident taxpayers of the municipality to be appointed
by the governing board of the nunicipality by an ordinance or
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resolution that includes (a) the terns of office, which may not exceed
six years and which shall be staggered so that not nore than three
ternms will expire in the sane year, (b) the nmethod of appoi ntnment and
filling vacancies, (c) a provision that there shall be no conpensation
but may provide for a per diemof not to exceed twenty-five dollars per
day plus travel expenses for tinme spent on conm ssion business, (d) the
powers and duties of the conmssion, and (e) any other matters
necessary to the exercise of the powers relating to industrial and
commerci al devel opnent. The expense of the construction, enlargenent,
i nprovenent, mai nt enance, equi pnment , i ndustri al and conmerci al
devel opnent, operation, and regulation are the responsibility of the
muni ci pality.

(2) To adopt and anmend all needed rules, regulations, and
ordi nances for the managenent, governnent, and use of any properties
under its control, whether within or outside the territorial limts of

the municipality; to provide fire protection for the airport, including
the acquisition and operation of fire protection equipnent and
facilities, and the right to contract with any private body or
political subdivision of the state for the furnishing of such fire
protection; to appoint airport guards or police, wth full police
powers; to fix by ordinance or resolution, as may be appropriate,
penalties for the violation of the rules, regul ations, and ordi nances,
and enforce those penalties in the same manner in which penalties
prescribed by other rules, regulations, and ordinances of the
muni ci pality are enforced. For the purposes of such managenent and
governnment and direction of public use, that part of all highways,
roads, streets, avenues, boulevards, and territory that adjoins the
limts of any airport or restricted |anding area acquired or maintained
under the provisions of this chapter is wunder Iike control and
managenent of the nunicipality. It may al so adopt and enact rules,
regul ati ons, and ordi nances designed to safeguard the public upon or
beyond the limts of private airports or landing strips within the
muni ci pality or its police jurisdiction against the perils and hazards
of instrunentalities used in aerial navigation. Rul es, regul ations,
and ordi nances shall be published as provided by general |law or the
charter of the nunicipality for the publication of simlar rules,
regul ati ons, and ordi nances. They shall conformto and be consi stent
with the laws of this state and the rules of the state departnent of
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transportation and shall be kept in conformty, as nearly as may be,
with the then current federal |egislation governing aeronautics and the
regul ations duly pronul gated thereunder and the rules and standards
issued fromtinme to tine pursuant thereto.

(3) To create a special airport fund, and provide that all receipts
fromthe operation of the airport be deposited in the fund, which fund
shall remain intact fromyear to year and may be pl edged to the paynent
of aviation bonds, or kept for future maintenance, construction, or
operation of airports or airport facilities.

(4) To lease airports or other air navigation facilities, or real
property acquired or set apart for airport purposes, to private
parties, any nunicipal or state governnment or the national governnent,
or any departnent thereof, for operation; to | ease or assign to private
parties, any nunicipal or state governnment or the national governnent,
or any departnent thereof, for operation or use consistent with the
purposes of this chapter, space, area, inprovenents, or equipnent of
such airports; to authorize its | essees to construct, alter, repair, or
i nprove the | eased prem ses at the cost of the | essee and to reinburse
its | essees for such cost, provided the cost is paid solely out of
funds fully collected fromthe airport's tenants; to sell any part of
such airports, other air navigation facilities or real property to any
muni ci pal or state governnent, or to the United States or any
departnment or instrunentality thereof, for aeronautical purposes or
purposes incidental thereto, and to confer the privileges of
concessi ons of supplying upon its airports goods, comodities, things,
services, and facilities: PROVIDED, That in each case in so doing the
public is not deprived of its rightful, equal, and uniformuse thereof.

(5 Acting through its governing body, to sell or |ease any
property, real or personal, acquired for airport purposes and bel ongi ng
to the municipality, which, in the judgnment of its governing body, may
not be required for aircraft |andings, aircraft takeoffs or related
aeronautic purposes, in accordance with the laws of this state, or the
provisions of the charter of the nunicipality, governing the sale or
| easing of simlar nunicipally owed property. The nunicipal airport
comm ssion, if one has been organi zed and appoi nted under subsection
(1) of this section, may |ease any airport property for aircraft
| andi ngs, aircraft takeoffs, or related aeronautic purposes. |If there
is a finding by the governing body of the municipality that any airport
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property, real or personal, is not required for aircraft |andings,
aircraft takeoffs, or related aeronautic purposes, then the nunici pal
ai rport conm ssion nay | ease such space, |and, area, or inprovenents,
or construct inprovenents, or take |eases back for financing purposes,
grant concessions on such space, |land, area, or inprovenents, all for
i ndustrial or commercial purposes, by private negotiation and under
such terns and conditions that seem just and proper to the nunicipa
ai rport conm ssion. Any such lease of real property for aircraft
manuf acturing or aircraft industrial purposes or to any manufacturer of
aircraft or aircraft parts or for any other business, manufacturing, or
i ndustrial purpose or operation relating to, identified with, or in any
way dependent upon the use, operation, or naintenance of the airport,
or for any commercial or industrial purpose nmay be made for any period
not to exceed seventy-five years, but any such | ease of real property
made for a longer period than ten years shall contain provisions
requiring the nmunicipality and the lessee to permt the rentals for
each five-year period thereafter, to be readjusted at the commencenent
of each such period if witten request for readjustnment is given by
either party to the other at least thirty days before the commencenent
of the five-year period for which the readjustnent is requested. | f
the parties cannot agree upon the rentals for the five-year period,
they shall submt to have the disputed rentals for the period adjusted
by arbitration. The |essee shall pick one arbitrator, and the
governing body of the municipality shall pick one, and the tw so
chosen shall select a third. After a review of all pertinent facts the
board of arbitrators may i ncrease or decrease such rentals or continue
the previous rate thereof.

The proceeds of the sale of any property the purchase price of
whi ch was obtained by the sale of bonds shall be deposited in the bond
sinking fund. If all the proceeds of the sale are not needed to pay
the principal of bonds remaining unpaid, the remainder shall be paid
into the airport fund of the municipality. The proceeds of sales of
property the purchase price of which was paid from appropriations of
tax funds shall be paid into the airport fund of the municipality.

(6) To determne the charges or rental for the wuse of any
properties under its control and the charges for any services or
accomodations, and the ternms and conditions wunder which such
properties may be used: PROVIDED, That in all cases the public is not
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deprived of its rightful, equal, and uniform use of the property.
Charges shall be reasonable and uniformfor the sanme class of service
and established with due regard to the property and i nprovenents used
and the expense of operation to the nunicipality. The municipality
shall have and may enforce liens, as provided by law for liens and
enforcenent thereof, for repairs to or inprovenment or storage or care
of any personal property, to enforce the paynent of any such charges.
(7) To inpose a custoner facility charge upon custoners of rental
car conpanies accessing the airport for the purposes of financing,
desi gni ng, constructing, operating, and maintaining consolidated rental

car facilities and commbn use transportation equi pnent and facilities
which are used to transport the custoner between the consolidated car
rental facilities and other airport facilities. The airport operator
may require the rental car conpanies to collect the facility charges,
and any facility charges so collected shall be deposited in a trust
account for the benefit of the airport operator and remtted at the
direction of the airport operator, but no nore often than once per
nonth. The charge shall be calculated on a per-day basis. Facility
charges nmay not exceed the reasonable costs of financing, designing,
constructing, operating, and maintaining the consolidated car renta
facilities and commopn use transportation equipnent and facilities and
may not be used for any other purpose.

(8) To exercise all powers necessarily incidental to the exercise
of the general and special powers granted in this section.
